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County and State Aid Helps-But Money 
Still Won’t Cover Capital Projects

Despite new county and 
state assistance, the cost of 
the three main capital im¬ 
provement projects exceeds 
the six million dollar bond 
authorization by approxi¬ 
mately 3.5 million dollars. 

This news was presented 
to the city council by City 
Manager James K. Giese at 
a July 25 worksession on the 
capital improvements bud¬ 
get. Although this budget 
provides for a variety of cap¬ 
ital projects, the workses¬ 
sion focused on the purchase 
of Parcels 1 and 2 and the 
construction of an indoor 
swimming pool. 

In May 1985 voters approved 
a six million dollar bond issue. 
At that time, council envisioned 
using one third of the proceeds 
for “bricks and mortar” projects, 
including a new police station, 
one third for construction of an 
indoor pool and renovation of the 
outdoor pool, and the remainder 
for the purchase of parkland. 

The bond allocations have pro¬ 
ven inadequate in all three ar¬ 
eas. The police station, current¬ 
ly under construction, is now es¬ 
timated to cost almost $2.1 mil¬ 
lion in planning, construction and 
furnishings costs, forcing the 
city either to defer or seek oth¬ 
er funding sources for other 
needed bricks-and-mortar pro¬ 
jects. The outdoor pool renova¬ 
tion has been completed at a

cost of $470,561, while the indoor 
pool is now estimated to cost 
$2,525,125, for a total pool cost 
just over three million dollars. 

The cost of the planned park¬ 
land projects also exceeds the 
money allocated. Major projects 
included in this area of the cap¬ 
ital improvements budget in¬ 
clude improvements to Schrom 
Hills Park and to Greenbelt 
Lake, and acquisition of Parcels 
1 and 2 and the adjacent surplus 
school board land. Improvements 
to the lake and to Schrom Hills 
Park are estimated to cost 
$155,095 and $265,400 respective¬ 
ly. 

The surplus school land is ap¬ 
proximately 72 acres located a- 
long Northway Road, extended, 
where a three-school complex 
was once planned. In order to 
acquire this land, the city was 
concerned it might have to repay 
$457,800 in debt service to the 
state. Giese announced at the 
worksession that the county has 
agreed to assume this cost. 

In addition to this county as¬ 
sistance, the state Department 
of Natural Resources has agreed 
to grant the city $100,000 in the 
current fiscal year and an addi¬ 
tional $500,000 next year. How¬ 
ever, these grants must be ap¬ 
proved by the state legislature. 

Possible State Aid 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said 


that state officials told him that 
the city could possibly receive 
additional assistance in the fu¬ 
ture. However, he said that the 
city cannot afford to wait, as 
the increased funding would be 
eaten up by increased land val¬ 
ues. In addition, state officials 
told Weidenfeld that the land 
would cost significantly more 
than what they normally pur¬ 
chased for parkland and ques¬ 
tioned the necessity of purchas¬ 
ing all of the land desired. 

The largest unknown in the 
entire capital improvements 
budget is the cost of acquiring 
Parcels 1 and 2. Giese now es¬ 
timates that approximately five 
million dollars would be required 
but noted that the city will not 
really know the cost of the land 
until after officials either nego¬ 
tiate a purchase price or, failing 
that, complete condemnation pro¬ 
ceedings. Giese, Weidenfeld and 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi all 
warned the audience that there 
is no easy way to predict what 
value a jury will assign to the 
land. In addition, Manzi said 
that the jury’s award cannot be 
appealed. 

Giese outlined several options 
for council’s consideration, in¬ 
cluding seeking voter authoriza¬ 
tion for additional bond sales; 
financing the purchase of Parcels

Council Works on Position 
On County Master Plan

At a city council worksession on August 1, the council 
reviewed a draft of comments on the proposed master plan 
for the Langley Park-College Park-Greenbelt area that had 
been prepared by the city staff. City comments on the 
Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Commission 
plan are due on September 7. Their comments took in the 
proposed zoning changes, land use proposals, and the text 
comments of the MNCPPC planners. 

Council agreed to take a form- East unused school sites, recom¬ 
mendation that the North End 
Cjenter tract land use be desig¬ 
nated institutional and city 
parkland rather than totally in¬ 
stitutional, recommendation that 
an overlay zone be created for 
Beltway Plaza and Greenbelt 
Road commercial areas and that 
enforceable strategies be devised 
to deal with design deficiencies, 
recommendation that the land 
use category for the Furey pro¬ 
perty and Parcels 1 and 2 be 
low suburban (1.6 to 2.6 units 
per acre) and that these par¬ 
cels be retained in the RPC cate¬ 
gory, opposition to the exten¬ 
sion of Kenilworth Avenue as a 
four to six lane arterial road, 
opposition to the relocation of 
Crescent Road with a request 
that the intersection be rede¬ 
signed to achieve safety improve¬ 
ments. 


al position on the comments at 
the next regular council meeting 
on August 8. City staff Plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordin¬ 
ator Celia Wilson pointed out 
that the Advisory Planning 
Board report would not be avail¬ 
able by that date. Therefore, 
council reserved September 6 as 
a possible special meeting date 
to act on any APB recommenda¬ 
tions which might differ from 
the adopted position. 

Specifics Discussed 
The council members indicated 
that they would oppose plan 
proposals relating to the propos¬ 
ed abolition of the Residential 
Planned Community (RPC) des¬ 
ignation for the historic city. 
Wilson said that the MNCPPC 
staff had agreed (since the plan 
was published) to retain the R- 
PC zoning and would work out 
a plan for the city based on the 
1957 plan. The details have not 
been completed, she said. 

Council also agreed to oppose 
the proposed rezoning of the land 
around the future Metro site to 
the Mixed-Use, Transportation 
Oriented (M-X-T) category on 
the grounds that tracts do not 
meet any of the criteria for the 
M-X-T zoning at this time and 
the zoning change would be pre¬ 
mature. Later rezoning would 
give the city a chance to have 
more input into the development 
of the land, Wilson said. 

Other major issues on which 
there appeared to be unanimity 
among the council members in¬ 
cluded: opposition to the propos¬ 
ed rezoning of the Greenbelt 


Ridge Road Dissension 

On most of the issues, council 
either agreed with the staff rec¬ 
ommendation or easily devised 
a position to which all seemed 
to agree. When they got to the 
proposed extension of Ridge 
Road to link up with Cherry- 
wood Lane, however, council 
struck a snag. The staff rec¬ 
ommendation said that the road 
wtUld have more advantages to 
the city than disadvantages. As 
advantages the staff draft listed

High-Rise Apartment Development 
Moves Ahead at Sunrise Village

Developers of the Sunrise 
Village property have applied 
for a permit to grade the 
9.9-acre tract located south 
of Hanover Drive and north 
of the Greenway Village 
Apartments between Hano¬ 
ver Parkway and the Belt- 
way. Preparatory work on* 
retaining walls is already un¬ 
derway on the hilly site. 
However, the question of 
whether the proposed 478- 
unit high rise apartment de¬ 
velopment will be construct¬ 
ed on the existing R-10 
apartment-zoned land or 
whether the developer will 
continue to press for a com¬ 
mercial office project appears 
to be near resolution. 

In a statement at the June 7 
hearing on the College Park, 
Langley Park, Greenbelt Master 
Plan, Russell Shipley, attorney 
for the owners, said that rezon¬ 
ing of the property to commer¬ 
cial office would be pursued, but 
that the owners would not “go 
forward with it if it does not 
please the residents of the com¬ 
munity and the City of Green¬ 
belt.” Shipley told the News Re¬ 
view recently that “we were get¬ 


ting a fairly negative message 
so far on the C-0 zoning,” 

In the meantime, various de¬ 
partments of the county and the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission are 
sfcuaying the site plan for the 
apartment development. Accord¬ 
ing to Michael Ma of MNCPPC’s 
Urban Design division, the pro¬ 
ject is “on hold” until certain 
problems are resolved. He noted 


that the required setbacks have 
not been met. Yet to be determ¬ 
ined is where the front of the 
building should face. A 100-year 
flood plain study must also be 
approved. Since the property has 
already been subdivided, there is 
no requirement for a traffic 
study. 

Shipley estimates that the 
Planning Board will consider the

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If It Ain’t Broke . . . 

Here they go again, trying to restructure the Prince 
Georges County Council. A group called Citizens to Im¬ 
prove County Government is sponsoring a petition drive to 
place on the November ballot a proposal to change how we 
elect our county council members. 

Currently county voters elect nine council members 
from nine districts. Greenbelt and Bowie voters elect the 
District 4 member. Under the new proposal, the county 
would be divided into five much larger districts, each with 
its own councilmember, while four other members would 
be elected at large—a split system. 

We’ve been scratching our heads to figure out what’s 
better about a split system. Frankly, we haven’t come up 
with any support for the change. This would be the third 
change since the county charter was approved by voters in 
1970. Three changes in 18 years, on its face, are too 
many, but there are better reasons to resist a change. 

Keeping our elected officials close to the voters they 
represent—on the shortest possible rein—tops our list. A 
municipality like Greenbelt with a strong self-concept needs 
all the clout it can get with a county government that makes 
zoning and land-use decisions for us. We think that the 
district system has worked better for Greenbelt in the last 
six years than the split council of the 1970’s—a system 
which was thrown out by voters in 1980. 

The larger districts would dilute the vote of the individ¬ 
ual voter and diminish the influence of the municipalities 
with their council member. The at-large council members 
would have such huge constituencies that they could not 
take an interest in issues affecting an individual voter or 
a single community. 

Proponents argue that at-large members on a split 
council would be accountable to all county voters, but could 
also take a broader, less parochial view, leading to better 
decision making. They can’t have it both ways! Council 
members are either close to the voters in their relatively 
small districts and responsive to their concerns or they are 
elected county-wide, are remote from the individual voter 
and, therefore, are (possibly) less parochial. 

We agree with the opponents of the petition. They 
say that campaigns in larger districts and, particularly, in 
at-large races would be so expensive that they would re¬ 
open the door to domination by powerful political bosses 
and by developers and other special interests. 

If 10,000 registered voters sign the petitions by next 
Monday, the proposal for change will be on the ballot in 
November. If it gets on the ballot, the special interests 
will mount a well-funded campaign to get it approved. We 
think it would be better not to let the proposal get that far. 
If someone asks you to sign the petition in the next few 
days, we recommend that you say No.

Simple Issue 

To the Editor: 

In 1980, I joined with those 
who changed the at-large system 
of county council representation. 
My strong commitment to a 
nine-district council came from 
the recognition that even a com¬ 
bined system was not in the citi¬ 
zens’ best interests, given the 
pressures for over-development 
exploding around us in this 
county. That structure doesn’t 
guarantee responsive, accounta¬ 
ble, effective government. 

County voters overwhelmingly 
adopted the district system, only 
in effect since 1982, because they 
wanted more direct access and 
elose-to-home representation. Be¬ 
fore you commit to changing it, 
consider how well you in Green- 
belt have fared under its struc¬ 
ture. First, (no one argues) that 
Greenbelt has (not) enjoyed rep¬ 
resentation under the present 
system. There is no guarantee, 
and every likelihood that it 
would not, under the new pro¬ 
posal. 

Worse, both Greenbelt and 
Bowie could, in the future, vote 
against their own representative, 
yet under the new proposal he 
or she could still be re-elected. 
Those “Super Districts” will 
double in size and your voting 
power will diminish proportion¬ 
ately. 

Councilman Floyd Wilson, 
sponsor of the at-large system, 
told us he’d “be seen more” in 
our district, if he was elected 
at-large. The real issue is, isn’t 
he also saying that in Hyatts- 
Ville, in Glenarden, etc.? If fac¬ 
ed with a choice that pits Green¬ 
belt against one of them, are 
you sure how he'll vote? How 
quickly will he return your 
phone calls, answer your letters, 
and provide you with needed 
county agency help? 

Certainly Parris Glendening 
ought to be elected countywidc, 
but lawmakers ought to be rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Could recent successes in 
blocking unwanted development 
in the county be driving the 
business community to embrace 
this previously rejected system? 
Citizen pressure works under the 
district system. Just this past 
month, citizens halted higher 
density in Glenn Dale, Laurel 
and in Bowie. 

Running from “Super Dis¬ 
tricts” or at-large will cost lots 
of money. Large contributors 
can be expected to foot the bill. 
These special interests will field 
a slate of “chosen” candidates, 
who will owe their loyalties to 
those who “put them there.” 

This is a very simple issue of 
good government! There has 
been litle evidence to justify 
changing the current system, by 
which access and accountability 
are assured.

Fire Smolders 3 Days

The Greenbelt fire department 
fought a fire smoldering in a 
huge pile of woodchips at North¬ 
way Athletic field off and on for 
three days. Nearby residents may 
have heard the fire engines Sun¬ 
day, Monday and Tuesday morn¬ 
ings and smelled the wood 
smoke. 

The fire was first reported 
Sunday morning.

site plan in September. 

On February 22 the Greenbelt 
City Council voted unanimously 
to oppose the C-0 rezoning that 
would allow 500,000 square feet 
of office space in three buildings* 
Traffic was a major concern for 
both the council and the Advis¬ 
ory Planning Board, which also 
opposed the project. The inter¬ 
section of Greenbelt Road and 
Hanover Parkway is the area 
most affected by the develop¬ 
ment. 

Although the developer's re¬ 
zoning request was rejected, 
there was some indication that 
council might consider commer¬ 
cial office development if the 
size of the project were scaled 
down. At the time Shipley 
pointed out that the commercial 
projects would result in increas¬ 
ed revenues for the city while 
requiring fewer services than 
apartments. He described offices 
as a better deal for the city, 
since they would take longer to 
build, allowing time for pro¬ 
grammed road improvement to 
occur. He estimated that apart¬ 
ments could be finished within 
two years, while the office com¬ 
plex would require 10 years to 
complete. 

Developer James McCaig told 
the News Review in June that 
he has already reduced the size 
of the commercial office project 
from 610,000 square feet to 510,- 
000 and might be willing to re¬ 
duce the project another 25,000 
square feet. He explained that 
500,000 square feet was required 
to justify the increased costs of 
constructing office buildings, in 
particular an expensive structur¬ 
ed parking facility. Some 720 
parking spaces are on the draw¬ 
ing boards for the 500,000 square 
foot apartment complex but a- 
bout two and half times that 
number are needed for the office 
buildings, McCaig observed that 
management costs are higher in 
office buildings. 

Architect Jack Thrower of 
Bower Lewis Thrower, Archi¬ 
tects of Philadelphia, noted that 
commercial buildings were more 
expensive to build. “The skin of 
the building must be of the high¬ 
est grade . . . and more sophisti¬ 



cated equipment is used." He 
said that ceilings in office build¬ 
ings are higher than those in 
apartments to “hide the duct 
distribution (system) and other 
mechanical equipment," 

McCaig opined that while 
“commercial use of the tract is 
the only way to realize the ul¬ 
timate potential for the land," 
he did not feel there would be 
a “dramatic increase" because of 
the structural parking facility. 

In response to a question a- 
bout how long the developers 
would wait for a decision on the 
rezoning request, McCaig said, 
when the land is cleared, “We'll 
push the pedal to the metal." 
Thrower observed that “We're 
cranking up for apartments.” 

There appeared to be mixed 
feelings in Greenbelt East on 
whether apartments or office 
buildings are preferred. The 
concern was that apartments 
would generate more traffic from 
residents going to work at peak 
morning and evening rush hours. 
With office development, employ¬ 
ees would be traveling in a re¬ 
verse direction from residents. 

Greenbelt East residents are 
also fearful that if the Sunrise 
property were rezoned to com¬ 
mercial office, this action could 
adversely affect the desired res¬ 
idential zoning for the land lo¬ 
cated on the southern portion 
of Hanover Parkway. Master 
Plans for the area have main¬ 
tained the principle that develop¬ 
ment down Hanover Parkway 
should be less dense as it moves 
toward Good Luck Road.

celing the indoor pool project, 
or purchasing only a portion of 
Parcels 1 and 2* 

Even if the pool were not 
built, the additional $1 million 
in short term financing agreed to 
in June would still be required to 
accomplish the other projects. 

In a memo to council Giese 
said that Rocky Gorge Commun¬ 
ities, Inc., contract purchaser of 
Parcel 1, has indicated that 30 
acres of undevelopable land on the 
parcel could be given to the city 
as open space. The city could al¬ 
so attempt to purchase addition¬ 
al acreage from Rocky Gorge. 
Giese estimated that the city has 
sufficient funds to purchase Par¬ 
cel 2 plus one-quarter to one- 
third of Parcel 1. 

Another alternative would be 
to buy all of Parcel 1 but not 
try to buy Parcel 2. Giese esti¬ 
mated that this would reduce 
the purchase price by at least 
$700,000. He wrote that if the 
city did not build the indoor 
pool and did not purchase Parcel 
2, only the original $6 million 
bond issue would be required. 

Another Referendum? 

Councilmember Joseph Isaacs 
called for a second bond referen¬ 
dum to seek the additional funds 
needed to complete all the bond 
projects. He said that it is time 
for the citizens to aswer “with 
their votes” the question of whe¬ 
ther they are willing to pay the 
additional taxes required to re¬ 
pay these loans. He also sug¬ 
gested that the city continue to 
seek additional assistance from 
the state and county. 

Councilmember Edward Pu- 
tens agreed but demanded that 
any new bond referendum must 
be based on good cost estimates 
and contain a prioritized listing 
of the projects to be financed. 

However, „ Councilmember 

Thomas X. White and Mayor 
Weidenfeld said that it is too 
early for another referendum. 
White said that he could not 
even consider a second bond ref¬ 
erendum until after a thorough 
evaluation of the city’s current 
situation. Weidenfeld said that 
a second referendum is more 
likely to be successful once citi¬ 
zens can judge whether the pro¬ 
jects funded by the current bond 
issue benefit the city and whe¬ 
ther the money was spent wisely. 
Both "White and Weidenfeld were 
concerned that a referendum de¬ 
feat might hinder future efforts 
to raise funds. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram was concerned that hold¬ 
ing a second bond referendum 
would further delay completion 
of the projects. Weidenfeld, 


land purchase with a mortgage 
should be more fully explored. 

White argued that the land is 
overpriced and that if additional 
bonds were approved for the 
purchase of the parkland, the 
price would rise to consume the 
funds available. Putens later 
made the same point, saying 
that the price had increased sig¬ 
nificantly immediately following 
the 1985 bond referendum. 

As explained by Giese, the sale 
of general obligation bonds pled¬ 
ges the full faith and credit of 
the city to repayment of the 
loan. A mortgage, on the other 
hand, is limited to the value of 
the property and does not com¬ 
mit future councils to levy suf¬ 
ficient taxes to repay the loan. 
In case of default the lender 
would seize the land. Bond is¬ 
sues, therefore, must be approv¬ 
ed by the voters while mortgag¬ 
es do not require such approval. 

Isaacs and Putens objected to 
borrowing large sums of money 
without voter approval, but Wei¬ 
denfeld said that an advisory 
referendum could be held, as 
suggested in Giese’s memo. Isa¬ 
acs was leery, saying that it 
might be difficult to differentiate 
between an advisory referendum 
and one which was mandatory. 

There was considerable discus¬ 
sion among the council and the 
audience on the form that an ad¬ 
visory referendum should take. 
Some citizens asked that they be 
allowed to vote not only on whe¬ 
ther and how much additional 
money should be borrowed, but 
also on whether all the projects 
should be completed. Reasons 
given for a broader referendum 
included the higher than expect¬ 
ed costs of all the projects and 
changes in the city’s population 
since the original referendum. 

White cautioned that an advis¬ 
ory referendum could result in a 
three-way split, rather than pro¬ 
viding the clear-cut answers 
sought by the speakers. 
Polarization 

In his memo, Giese said that 
the city staff is concerned that 
the community is being divided 
by the bond issue questions. He 
said that past debates within the 
city had not reflected divisions 
of the different sections of the 
community. However, he said 
that in this case “there is the 
potential of a division of the com¬ 
munity . . . with the result that 
one area will win at the ex¬ 
pense of another area.” 

Some of these tensions were 
evident at the worksession, with 
some residents saying that Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2 represented the last 
piece of the original Greenbelt

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Member Questions Corporate Actions 
On Structural Problems in GHI Homes

A discussion of the struc¬ 
tural repairs needed by some 
of the homes in the coopera¬ 
tive occupied almost two 
hours of the meeting of the 
board of directors of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. on July 14. 
This examination was 
prompted by a letter which 
was sent to the board by 
Lynette Johnson of the 17 
Court of Ridge Road. 

Johnson's letter, which was in¬ 
troduced at the meeting on June 
23 but not discussed said that 
the management staff years ago 
acknowledged that a structural 
problem existed in her unit and 
that the problem was being stud¬ 
ied. According to the letter, 
Johnson was unable to get in¬ 
formation on the studies and had 
decided to bring the matter to 
the board. 

Among questions she put to 
the board was a query about 
any past studies which had in¬ 
cluded all GHI units or any un¬ 
its outside the test row on Hill¬ 
side. She also asked who is re¬ 
sponsible for studying this prob¬ 
lem and who will select the cor¬ 
rective action and oversee the 
project. She asked specifically 
whether the board could confirm 
that the staff has the necessary 
experience and expertise to do 
this work or whether a consult¬ 
ant should be employed. 

In his report to the board, 
GHI Manager Ron Colton point¬ 
ed out that the cooperative had 
hired three engineering firms in 
the last five years to study the 
structural cracking in some of 
the masonry homes and to rec¬ 
ommend a solution which would 
prevent further damage. The 
firms, Colton said, agreed that 
the cracking resulted from the 
movement of the footings, which 
rest on clay soils that are alter¬ 
nately saturated with water and 
then dried out. This swelling 
and shrinking of the soil causes 
movement of the buildings. Col¬ 
ton said the technology of build¬ 
ing on clay soils was not under¬ 
stood in the 1930's when the 
homes were constructed. 

Suggested Solutions 

Remedies recommended by the 
engineering firms ranged from 
the injection of a lime slurry 
under the footings to harden the 
soil beneath them to drainage 
systems to relieve the water 
pressure. The lime slurry solu¬ 
tion was rejected, Colton indi¬ 
cated, because the firm could not 
demonstrate that the process had 
ever been used in this area and 
would not guarantee the results. 
The last two firms had recom¬ 
mended a footings drainage sys¬ 
tem and in 1986 GHI contracted 
with one of these contractors to 
install such a system in one row 
of homes in the 6 Court of Hill¬ 
side, where damage seemed to 
be the worst, 

6 Court of Hillside 

Colton said that the drainage 
system put around the test build¬ 
ing in this court was completed 
at the end of September 1986. 
The contractor's monitoring has 
since showed that movement of 
the building has almost stopped 
except for one end unit, Colton 
reported. The contractor has 
replaced a drain around 
that unit and monitoring 
is continuing, Colton pointed out 


that the work is warranted for 
five years after their report is 
made. 

Johnson seemed unsatisfied 
with Colton's explanations. She 
pointed out that she had for 
years been living with problems 
in her unit and she is concerned 
with the way GHI has handled 
her complaints. She asked for 
records of any monitoring that 
had been undertaken in her unit 
and wanted to know, “If monitor¬ 
ing is important now, why 
wasn’t it important three years 
ago?" 

Colton explained that the staff 
is not convinced that a viable so¬ 
lution has been found and that 
it is still looking for better and 
more cost-efficient remedies. Jay 
Freedman, head of GHI’s Techni¬ 
cal Services, added, “The reason 
you do any monitoring is to find 
a solution which works. We are 
trying to isolate how your build¬ 
ing is moving," he said. 

To Johnson's suggestion that 
GHI may not have managed the 
problem “in a sophisticated way" 
and that a firm of experts should 
be hired, President Wayne Wil¬ 
liams pointed out that GHI had 
hired firms to analyze the prob¬ 
lem but had found that the staff, 
in the end, had to develop the 
expertise in-house. As Director 
Betty Deitch phrased it, “The en¬ 
gineers didn't have any good so¬ 
lutions." 

6 Court Hillside Problems 

Barbara Likowski, a resident 
of the test row in the 6 Court 
of Hillside, suggested that the 
work in her court might have 
been better if it had been 
more closely supervised by GHI, 
She stated that GHI 
was prompt to come in response 
to her calls to check the work, 
which in some cases had to be 
done over. Colton conceded that 
there may have been some prob¬ 
lems in supervision but he said 
that GHI is “not staffed to put 
a staff person out there eight 
hours a day." 

Board Comments 

Director Alan Freas summed 
it up when he said that there 
are “no pat answers," the per¬ 
fect firm (to do the work or 
study the problem) doesn't ex¬ 
ist, and that “GHI is us—the 
money comes from all of us." 

Director Nancy Hutchins pres¬ 
sed the staff for a timetable 
when the monitoring now being 
carried out might show results; 
Freedman said they might ex¬ 
pect some results in six months 
but emphasized that alternate 
wet and dry periods were need¬ 
ed to relate the results to the 
soil conditions. 

Surface Drainage a Factor? 

Director Mac Wirick raised 
the matter of positive drainage 
away from the unit, Johnson 
said that the gutters overflowed 
on her unit and that the sidewalk 
tipped toward the building. Af¬ 
ter some discussion, Wirick made 
a motion that the staff come 
back with an estimate for grad¬ 
ing the yards (with and without 
shrub replacement) and repair of 
gutters and downspouts. The mo¬ 
tion passed unanimously. 

Maintenance Supervisor Joe 
Whelan, however, warned that 
the reason drainage was not im¬ 
proved during the rehabilita¬ 
tion program was that members 
objected to the disturbance of 
trees and shrubs which that 


would involve. 

Other Actions 

Despite a recommendation for 
approval by the Aesthetics and 
Environment Committee, the 
board voted 5-2 to disapprove 
plans for a serviceside covered 
deck in the 42 Court of Ridge 
Road. Several directors who 
voted against the deck said it 
was too large for the situation. 
Wirick and Director Chuck Hess, 
who voted for approval, said 
they were reluctant to overrule 
the A & E Committee. 

The board voted unanimously 
to approve a recognition agree¬ 
ment with Prince Georges/Co¬ 
lumbian Federal Credit Union, 
which has the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus as its sponsoring organiza¬ 
tion. Colton noted that this a- 
greement brings the number to 
six of lenders active in making 
loans in GHI. 

The board decided to look at 
the next meeting at the specifics 
of a staff recommendation to 
spend the last $10,000 of budget¬ 
ed parking funds in the 10 Court 
of Southway. Colton reported 
that the goal of one assigned 
off-street parking place per unit 
had been substantially achieved 
throughout the cooperative. The 
next goal will be to provide an 
average of 1,85 spaces per unit 
(including street parking) in the 
GHI neighborhoods. 

By consensus, the board took 
no action to comply with a mem¬ 
ber's request (brought to the 
board's attention in an A & E 
report) that snow be removed 
from the court instead of being 
plowed into piles within the 
court. Board members felt that 
trucking the snow out would be 
too expensive. 

The board briefly discussed in¬ 
stituting a plan under which 
members who meet certain in¬ 
come criteria could postpone in¬ 


creases in the monthly charges 
for their units. Treasurer Ray 
McCawley said that the Finance 
Committee had looked at the 
plan and had questions. The 
manager was asked to get ans¬ 
wers to the questions and bring 
the proposal back at the next 
meeting. 

The next meeting of the board 
will be held on August 11. The 
September meetings will occur 
on September 8 and 22.

better access for the North End 
to Metro and Kenilworth Aven¬ 
ue, some reduction of traffic on 
Lastner Lane and Greenhill 
Road, and new access to Lake¬ 
side North apartments and the 
Furey property if Crescent Road 
has to be relocated. They felt 
that extending Ridge would be 
preferable to improving the pre¬ 
sent Ridge Road between Last¬ 
ner Lane and Ivy Lane. 

As disadvantages, the staff re¬ 
port listed some increased traf¬ 
fic shortcutting between Kenil¬ 
worth and the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center and 
some increased traffic on Ridge 
Road between Research and 
Lastner Lane. The staff report 
takes the position that there will 
be no “increased traffic to the 
North End, because the road 
only serves the North End. It is* 
not a short cut to Greenbelt Road 
and Southway. Crescent will 
serve this purpose much better, 
even though Crescent is a long¬ 
er, slower route than Kenilworth 
Avenue-Greenbelt Road. 

City Manager James Giese al¬ 
so pointed out that, if the Furey 
property is developed, he could 
see “a scenario in which the city 
would be forced to pave the dirt 
road,” to accommodate residents 
on the Furey tract (The dirt 
road is an unpaved portion of 
Ridge Road outside the city lim¬ 
its which runs between Lastner 
and Ivy Lanes.) In response to 
a question by Councilmember 
Antoinette Bram, however, Wil¬ 
son said that the Furey tract 
(a 5.57 acre plot) would only con¬ 
tain about ten homes if develop¬ 
ed at the proposed density. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed that the council take no posi¬ 
tion on the Ridge Road extens¬ 
ion, noting that this procedure 
keeps all options open since the 
road will not be built unless the 
city, at a future time, asks that 
it be funded. Taking no position 
would allow the county to acquire 
the right of way for the road in 
case of future need. Council- 
member Edward Putens agreed 


with this position. 

Bram and Councilmember 
Thomas White, however, did not 
share the staff's confidence that 
the road would not serve as a 
shortcut. White also noted that 
plans for this road might pro¬ 
vide support for the develop¬ 
ment of Parcel 1. Bram and 
W'hite indicated that they wish¬ 
ed to oppose the proposal expli¬ 
citly. Since there was a two- 
to-two split in the council, Wei¬ 
denfeld said the position would 
have to be decided at Monday’s 
council meeting. (Councilmem- 
ber Joseph Isaacs had had to 
leave the meeting shortly before 
this item was discussed.) 

Mandan Road Extension 

A similiar problem arose on 
the question of extending Man- 
dan Road to Brae Brooke Drive 
and extending Brae Brooke Drive 
to connect with Hanover Park¬ 
way. Previous opposition to the 
extension of Mandan Road had 
been expressed by the board of 
the Windsor Green Homeowners 
Association on the grounds that 
it would bring increased traffic

through their neighborhood. This 
opposition was repeated at the 
worksession. The staff noted, 
however, that failure to extend 
the road would force traffic onto 
Megan Lane and Matthew 
Street, which are narrow and 
have parking on both sides. 
Giese pointed out that Mandan 
Road had been built to acommo- 
date more traffic. 

All councilmembers present a- 
greed to take no position on the 
two proposals, thereby keeping 
the city’s options open. Putens 
said that the council needed to 
hear from others in Greenbelt 
East and Weidenfeld suggested 
that a public hearing would be 
appropriate. 

Remove Roads from CIP 

Earlier in the meeting, Bram 
suggested that the city should 
request that the city roads 
(Crescent, Ridge, Mandan Roads 
and Brae Brooke Drive) which 
are currently on the county 
Capital Improvement Program 
should be removed from that 
list. She said that this would 
make it perfectly clear that the 
city did not want these roads 
built unless the city asked that 
they be put back on the list. 
Wilson pointed out that an un¬ 


derstanding exists between the 
city and the county that projects 
on the CIP which are unfunded 
will not be funded without city 
approval. 

Bram said that asking that 
they be removed would be “a 
stronger step” and Isaacs sup¬ 
ported the suggestion, saying 
that their “mere presence on 
the list puts it in their minds 


that they are to be built.” White 
agreed, saying it “gives them a 
a life they don’t deserve.” It 
was agreed that such a request 
will be made to the county. In 
the matter of relocation of Cres¬ 
cent Road, however, Giese point¬ 
ed out that the state can relo¬ 
cate it without the city’s consent 
if it wishes to do so for safety 
reasons.
